WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.-—A pre- 
diction that a case of revocation 
of the blue eagle, emblematic of 
compliance with the Nationa-] Re- 


covery Administration will arise 


and that it will mean “economic 


death” to the offender was made to- 
day by Hugh S. Johnson, the NRA 
Administrator. . 

At his press conference, Johnson 
promised that violators of modi- 
fied presidential re-employment 
agreements would be disciplined if 
it were found that they were not 
complying with their pledge to raise 
wages and increase employment by 
shortening work hours. 

He added, however, that he in- 
tended to let the situation rest for 
a brief period in the hands of local 
committees. 

“But the time is coming,” John- 
son said, “when somebody is going 
to take one of these blue eagles off 
of someone's window in a clear-cut 
case,” 

“And that is going to be a sen- 
tence of economic death,” the ad- 
ministrator added sternly, leveling 
a finger at the newspaper men 
gathered before him. 

Intrastate Utilities. 

Questioned concerning the status 
of intrastate utilities and similar 
businesses, Johnson said that while 
they might not be within the regu- 
lative power of the National Re- 
covery Act, the blue eagle would 
reach them. 

He pointed out that the possibil- 
ity of strictly intrastate operations 
being beyond Federal control was 
one of the reasons “for this blue 
eagle business.” 

“This blue eagle doesn’t know 
anything about intrastate and in- 
terstate commerce,” the administra- 
tor said, “and I think it’s working 
out pretty well.” 

Commenting on his visit to Balti- 
more for an address last night, he 
said that unemployment figures and 
the number of blue eagles on the 
windows there did not appear to be 
in conformity, but that the Recov- 
ery Administration’s advisers there 
had expressed satisfaction that the 
problem was working out all right. 

Tentative Line of Action. 

Here is the tentative line of ac- 
tion proposed by Johnson for en- 
forcing the agreement of employ- 
ers, 

“What we are trying to do is to 
decentralize the checkup on com- 
plaints as much as possible with- 
out the delegation of too much au- 
thority. For example, after a code 
has been approved, according to 
the original theory of this act that 
was what we called industrial self- 
government—a sort of guild gov- 
ernment leading up to a committee 
of trade associations. 

“Now, since the agreements of 
all the companies within that as- 
sociation with each other are mu- 
tual concessions, I thought that 
when a complaint arose concern- 
ing one of the companies of such an 
organization, the organization rep- 
resenting that industry will have a 
strong incentive to make the viola- 
tors behave themselves. On the 
other hand, there.is a grave danger 
in such an association as that, be- 
cause it is a combination and might 
lend itself to effecting a monopoly 
or exploitation, which is something 
that we must watch; and therefore 
my idea is that from one to three 
members of this administration sit 
in that association without vote, 
but with veto power; without vote, 
because I do not want the Govern. 


-ment to be committed on anything 


that is done. 

“Now, as complaints come up 
through that organization, if they 
are not satisfactorily and promptly 
settled by the association governing 
itself, it has been my idea—and I 
say all this is somewhat tentative 


that it then becomes a question 


of policing. 

“I never expect to have any po- 
licemen in this organization if I 
can avoid it for the reason that. I 


think such duties should be turned. 


over to the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, as it is its job, although I do 
not think the Federal Trade Com- 
mission is now accomplishing what 
was in the minds of its proponents. 

“As far as we are concerned, we 
will assume that it is a policing 
Organization until there is some- 
thing more definite.” 

Johnson added that the law pro- 
vided directly for action by the De- 
partment of Justice if necessary.

Widow of Civil War Veteran Who

today. ‘Due to her condition, en- 
feebled by infirmities that have 


rapidly increased since her 100th 
birthday, celebration of the event 
was limited to receiving congratu- 
lations from friends and _  well- 
wishers.

bonds, it Usts all details ot the is- 
suance—when the election was held, 
what the vote was, etc—and is 
duly signed by officials of the 
municipality. 
Once the bonds are printed, the 
transcript is turned over to the 
State Auditor, to remain in his files 
as long as the bonds are outstand- 
ing. Bond men can come there and 
look at the transcripts and friends 
of the Auditor can sometimes bor- 
row a transcript. 

Possibilities for Duplication. 
A friend of the Auditor who was 
dishonest might borrow a tran- 
script, take it to a printer, and 
have a complete issue of bonds du- 
plicated. Then, in order to make 
them salable, he would have to 
forge on each one, the signatures 
of the State officials and the State 
seal, A penman can copy signatures 
and an artisan can copy a seal. 
Furthermore, a dishonest bond 
man who was no friend of the 
Auditor, might get a transcript 
from the vault by slipping it un- 
der his coat when no one was 
watching—and then have a bond is- 
sue run off just as though he had 
borrowed the transcript or had 
come into legal possession of it by 
bidding for the bonds. 
State Auditor Will J. French told 
the Post-Dispatch last night that 
one of his employes lent a tran- 
script to Ronald Finney some time 
ago. This employe has since been 
discharged, although for . what 
French refused to say other than 
to laugh, “Oh, that’s another story.” 
The transcript was for a small 
bond issue, French said. It was 
returned in good order, the Auditor 
added, and “as far as I know, none 
of the forged bonds found so far, 
were for that issue.” 
The employe who lent the tran- 
script to Finney is Joe Voorhees of 
Atchison, Kan.,,.who was French’s 
assistant until he was discharged 
three months ago, French asserted. 
He said he did not know why Fin- 
ney wanted the transcript. 

One Transcript Missing. 
French also said that one tran- 
script is missing from his vault. 
“I think it was stolen,” he said. 


sas City, Kan. The State Bank 
Examiner has found a forged dupli- 
cate of this entire issue. I have 
no idea how the transcript got out 
of our files. 

“We don't lend transcripts very 
often,” French said, “but it is done: 
as far as I know, it had been done 
only four or five times. One time 
I did it myself. I- lent a transcript 
to a lawyer who wanted to prepare 
an opinion for a client on whether 
the bond issue was sound. If I 
hadn't lent it to him, he would have 
had to send a stenographer over to 


copy the whole thing instead of 
copying it in his office as she did.

It wasn’t good business, I'll admit, 
but I’ve known that fellow all my 
life. And I’ll vouch for him.” 

That easy disregard of the care- 
fully drawn laws pertaining to mu- 
nicipal securities is not unusual in 
the Kansas State Capitol, the Fin- 
ney bond investigation has revealed. 
State Treasurer Tom Boyd, who 
last night refused to discuss the 
case on the advice of his attorney, 
previously told whoever would 
listen that he “trusted Ronald Fin- 
ney like a brother,” and said with- 
out hesitation that he permitted 
young Finney to take $150,000 worth 
of bonds to Chicago to borrow $145,- 
000 on them there. Also, he admit- 
ted placing $150,000 of State funds 
on deposit in one of the Finney 
banks because Ronald asked him 
to, in order to help out one of Ron- 
ald's deals. He was able to do this 
because of a further easy disregard 
of the law. 

The Treasury board, composed of 
the Governor, the Auditor, the Su- 
perintendent of Instruction, the 
Secretary of State and the Attor- 
ney-General, must receive bids from 
banks wanting to be State deposi- 
tories. Those offering the highest 
interest get the deposits, on placing 
as collateral, municipal bonds to 
the extent of 80 per cent of the 
deposit. 

Law Disregarded for Years. 

That law, however, has been dis- 
regarded for a number of years. 
The State Treasurer places the 
money in the banks he desires. 
Many persons have told investigat- 
ors of the bond forgeries that Fin- 
ney informed bankers he could get 
them State deposits whenever he 
wanted. That he did this in one in- 
stance is well established. 

It happened recently while the 
flashy, 34-year-old financier was 
getting into the trouble that led to 
his arrest. 

Ronald Finney had a loan with 
the National Bank of Topeka. For 
collateral he had pdsted $150,000 
worth of municipal bonds which, it 
now appears, were forged. His note 
was almost due and it appeared to 
the bank that it might be called 
on to sell the collateral. 


So the bank told M. B. Gourley, 
a bond broker here, and Gourley 
said he'd like to buy those bonds 
if Finney did not redeem them. The 
bank gave him a description of 
them and Gourley, known here as 
a careful buyer, went to the State 
Treasurer's office to check up on 
them. Principally he couldn’t un- 
derstand why the school fund 
hadn’t exercised its right to buy 
such good bonds. 

At the State Treasurer's office he 
found that the bonds which had 
been described to him were the 
property of the school fund and 
were in the Treasurer’s vault. 

A little bewildered he went back 
to the bank. “You must have given 
me the wrong description of those 
bonds,” he complained. “The ones 
you described to me are in the 
Treasurer's office.” 

“Well,” he was told by someone 
at the bank, “The best way is to go 
down to our vault and see — just 
what are those bonds that Ronald 
Finney gave us as collateral.” 

So down to the vault he went 
with Gourley. They were mystified. 
The bonds couldn’t be two places 
at once. Yet it appeared that they 
were, 


Bonds Redeemed; Now Missing. 

National Bank examiners were in 
the bank at the time. They began 
an investigation and just about 
then Finney appeared to redeem 
his collateral. He paid the bank and 
took his bonds. Since then they 
have not been seen. Federal inves- 
tigators believe that they have been 
destroyed.

| LAW ATTACKED

WASHINGTON,. Aug. 11. — The 
act of Congress under which Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace. is issu- 
ing licenses for the sale of milk 
and cream was challenged in the 
District of Columbia Supreme Court 
today in. suits by the Economy 
Dairy Co. of Norwood Park, Iil., 


and by Milton R. Beck, conducting 
Southwest Dairy Products at Stick- 
ney, Ill. . 
The Economy Dairy Co. is an in- 
terstate dealer in milk and cream, 
purchasing its supplies in Wiscon- 
sin and selling to the consumer 
without delivery service. 

Southwest Dairy Products han- 
dies only milk and cream produced 
and sold in Illinois. 

Both companies challenged the 
validity of the act under which the 
Secretary of Agriculture grants li- 
censes fixing prices at which milk 
and cream may be sold and stipu- 
lating conditions of sale. 

Originally it was intended to 
bring the suit attacking the law in 
Illinois, but it was decided to 
change it to the District of Colum- 
bia. 

The licenses in question fix prices 
to be paid by the companies to 
producers. 

The complaints stated that under 
the license the companies were re- 
quired to pay 3% cents a quart and 
required to sell at retail at 10 cents 
a quart. Both companies stated this 
retail price was much higher than 
those prevailing and the Economy 
Dairy Co. insisted it had the right 
to continue its sales to the con- 
sumers at 6% cents a quart. 

Both companies attacked the va- 
lidity of the act on the ground that 
Congress is without authority fo au- 
thorize the Secretary of Agriculture 
to fix prices at which milk and 
cream must be sold at retail. 

They allege that the fixing of the 
price deprives them of liberty of 
contract and denies them equal 
protection of the law, subjecting 
them to unreasonable seizure.

And that deal was this. Boyd 
told many persons before his law- 
yer forbade him to talk any more: 
“T have a chance to make a lot 
of money on a deal in Chicago,” the 
treasurer quoted Finney. “But I 
need the $150,000 to swing it. If 
you will deposit $150,000 of State 
funds in the Eureka bank (a Fin- 
ney owned property), the bank will 
lend me that amount. Here are 
$150,000 worth of municipal bonds 
that I just happen to have with me. 
You send the money to the Eureka 
bank and I'll leave the bonds with 
you as security.” 

Let’s Finney Have Bonds Back. 
That seemed all right to Boyd, as 
he has explained and he did it. A 
little later Finney came back, the 
treasurer says, and said that the 
Chicago deal had gone through sat- 
isfactorily. But now there was an- 
other deal on and it required still 
more capital. Quoting Finney, Boyd 
continued: 

“These bonds are too good to sell. 
In Chicago I can borrow 98 cents 
on the dollar on them. I've paid 
back the Eureka bank the $150,000 
I borrowed for them, or at least, I’m 
about to, so there is no necessity 
for you to leave the State deposit 
there. The bank will send it back 
to you. : 
“In the meantime, let me take the 
bonds. I'll give you a receipt for 
them. I want to fly to Chicago with 
them right away.” 5

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BEET SUGAR MEN 
REFUSE FURTHER 
CURB ON QUTPUI 


Action Apparently Means 
Failure of Effort to Ob- 
tain a Production Limita- 


tion Agreement.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 —Etf- 
forts to obtain a production limita- 
tion agreement among sugar pro~- 
ducers serving the United States 
market apparently broke pan to- 
day when Charles M. earney, 
president of the American Sugar 
Beet Association, gave notice his 
group had determined not to accept 
any proposal prohibiting further 
expansion of their production. 

At the hearing yesterday on 

plans to balance production against 
domesti: consumption, John Lee 
Coulter, Tariff Commissioner pre- 
siding, told Kearney that unless his 
associates subscribed to the agree- 
ment “we might as well all go home 
now.” 
, Kearney’s declaration today was 
in reply to a question by Thomas 
Woodward, legal counsel for the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration. He asked directly if his or- 
ganization stood against the agree- 
ment. 

“Yes,” Kearney replied. He then 
repeated a previous assertion that 
while quotas fixed in the draft plan 
were based on the greatest esti- 
mate of the 1933.34 crop, sugar beet 
growers expected in future years to 
increase their production and could 
not accept any ruling to prohibit 
such expansion. 


Pointing to “turmoil in Cuba” and 
attributing it largely to economic 
distress, Thomas L. Chadbourne of 
New York had denounced the pro- 
posed agreement as unworkable 
and opposed to President Roose- 
velt’s principle of trade promotion 
and good will in Latin America. 

Chadbourne, representing Cuban 
sugar interests at the hearings, 
made it clear this principal ob- 
jection to the agreement drafted 
under the agricultural adjustment 
act was that the quota proposed for 
Cuba was too low. 

Chadbourne denounced the work- 
ing conditions which he said ex- 
isted in the domestic beet sugar 
industry. This, he said, “has been 
built up upon the imported labor 
of Mexican families brought. into 
this country for part-time work at 
inadequate wages, who have been 
left to the charity of the Knights 
of Columbus when their seasonal 
work was finished.” “é 

He said the Hawaiian and Phil- 
ippine sugar industries are based 
on a “handful of rice a day” for 
the labor which makes sugar. 
“When Cuba is selling sugar for 
1 cent a pound,” he said, “‘our do- 
mestic and insular cane sugar pro 
ducers are receiving from 3,to 3% 
cents a pound, and our processors 
of white beet sugar are receiving 
from 4 to 4% cénts a pound.” 

Senator Kendrick of Wyoming, 
appearing in support of beet sugar 
growers, argued against closing the 


domestic production. 

Equal treatment for all terri- 
tories and insular possessions of 
the United States in adopting any 
formula fagr restricting sugar im- 
ports was advocated yesterday by 
Secretary of War Dern. 

He made this proposal in a let- 
ter to Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace. 

In addition, he urged that should 
quotas be adopted for the Philip- 
pines and Puerto Rico their reallo- 
cation among insular producers and 
refiners be left to the governments 
of those possessions.

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URGES BUYING NOW 
IN STORES UNDER BLUE EAGLE 


JOHNSON 


Failure to Support Employers Who Subscribe 
To Plan Would Mean Its Collapse 
He Says—Denies Boycott.

BALTIMORE, Aug. 1l—An ap- 
peal to the nation to buy now in 
stores under the Blue Eagle was 
made hera last night by Hugh 6. 
Johnson, the Recovery Administra- 
tor. 

In an address wnich was broad- 
cast, he called directly on the con- 
sumers to start at once patronizing 
those firms which are fulfilling the 
program of. raising wages and 
spreading employment to increase 
purchasing power and denied that 
the plan which he is directing en- 
visions a “boycott.” | 

“Tt is nothing of the sort,” he said. 
“It is a white list, if you like. No- 
body is prevented from assuming 
the insignia of those who are aiding 
re-employment. Adequate means 
are provided to protect those who 
are doing all they can but who 
cannot go the whole distance. 

‘In those circumstances it would 
be cowardly and unfair for the NRA 
to omit to point out to the people 
that they can only keep the re- 
employment program going by 
supporting those who support it. 
Let us be frank and sensible.” 

Promise to~Employers. 

Turning again to his promise to 
employers that, buying would be 
stimulated to take care of the in- 
creased wages which they are 
asked to. pay, Johnson said, “The 
public must buy now.” 

“It must buy under the blue eagle 
and it must buy to the full of its 
reasonable and prudent needs,” he 
added. “It cannot be otherwise. 
To support increased wages there 
must be increased business. To get 
increased business there must be 
increased buying. Thcreased wages 
depend on increased buying and we 
can’t have one without the other, 
and that is 2s certain as that two 
and two make four. 

“The point about buying under 


the blue eagle is just as certain and 
just as simple. Increased wages 
come from blue eagle employers 
only. Blue eagle employers cannot 
continue increased wages if public 
patronage goes to their competitors 
who have no blue eagles. 

“Failure to support blue eagle 
employers is failure to support in- 
creased wages and re-employment. 
If NRA were afraid to say ‘buy un- 
der the blue eagle’ it ought to shut 
up shop and cal] the whole thing 
a flop.” 

‘ Answer to Criticism. 

The administrator called atten- 
tion to criticisms of his appeal for 
consumers to go into the market. 

“To tell the people to ‘buy now’ 
when every economic index-is point- 
ing downward and the whole price 
structure is falling is asking them 
to throw their savings into a vast 
gamble against overwhelming odds 
and is wholly unjustified,” he said, 
adding: 

“But this is a horse of a wholly 
different color. It depends on ex- 
actly the same principle as the 
blue eagle campaign. We cant 
take increased wages all out of the 
employers’ pockets. They are not 
long enough. Wages must come 
out of sales—the more wages the 
more sales and the answer to that 
is ‘buy now’ just as sure as the 
answer to two times two is four 
and not two and one-half or three. 

“and that is asking nobody to 
gamble in the sense that asking 
people to buy on a declining mar- 
ket is gambling. If we have any 
success at all prices are going up. 
It could not be otherwise, and the 
more success we have the higher 
prices will go. The only gamble is 
that the whole plan will fail... . 

“The only chance of this plan 
failing is the chance that we can- 
not get together and all do our 
part. If we all do, success is cer- 


tain. oe I . ”

Three of Them From the 
City Where Disease Ap- 
pears in Epidemic Form 
First Time Since 1924.

Evidence that “sleeping sickness” 
had entered St. Louis in its first 
epidemic outbreak here since 1924 
confronted health authorities today, 
with six St. Louisans among 19 
new patients at Isolation Hospital. 
Three residents of St. Louis Coun- 
ty have died of the disease, which 
was classified as an epidemic form 
yesterday by Dr.,Paul J. Zentay, 
Assistant Health Commissioner. It 


has been definitely diagnosed in 34 
patients at Isolation Hospital, in- 
cluding four transferred today from 
St. Louis County Hospital. Three 


lother cases were reported at Chil- 


dren’s Hospital and two by St. 
John’s. All were from St. Louis 
County. In addition, several pa- 
tients are under observation at the 
county hospital. ’ 

Several of those at the city in- 
stitution for contegious diseases are 
in the comatose state which gives 
encephalitis, an inflammation of 
the brain, its common name. Dr. 
John W. Eschenbrenner, head of 
the hospital, reported that four el- 
derly patients were in critical con- 
dition. Four children are among 
those in conditions less grave. 

The first known case. was that of 
a Negro, received at the county 
hospital July 23, who died July 30. 
Two white women, both of ad- 
vanced age, died since then. Seven 
early cases were from Overland, 
but later cases have been scattered 
through the suburbs, with one as 
far out as Valley Park. 

The St. Louis Health Department, 
in co-operation with State and local 
health authorities, has assigned an 
expert to the task of tracing the 
infection and attempting to estab- 
lish its origin. The first St. Louis 
patient received at Isolation Hos- 
pital, admitted Wednesday, was a 
salesman whose duties took him 
into the county. 

Describing the sttuation in the 
city as one which should not cause 
undue alarm, Health Commissioner 
|Bredeck issued a public statement 
listing precautions against spread of 
[the disease. He said that some St. 
Louisans probably were suffering 
from it in a mild or incipient form 
without realizing it. Early symp- 
toms, sometimes resembling those of 
\“flu,” may include headache, “ach- 
ing bones,” stiff neck and nausea. 

“If you don’t feel well, particular- 
ly if there is any drowsiness, go to 
bed and cali a doctor,” he urged. 
“But if you feel all right, do not 
allow yourself to be stampeded into 
unnecessary procedyres or expense. 
No specific preventive is known.” 

Neither cause or mode of trans- 
mission of the disease is known, he 
explained. The cause is thought to 
be a filterable virus, like the cause 
of infantile paralysis. It is believed 
to be transmitted by direct contact 
with patients, he added, and the

Explanation by Dr. Zentay. 

His assistant, Dr. Zentay, expe- 
rienced with both sporadic and epi- 
demic forms of the disease, said the 
first step of the investigation yes- 
terday established definitely that 
this was an epidemic form. Fur- 
ther classification, he said, would 
tcuch only whether it was some 
rare type or the epidemic form 
which became world-wide after the 
war-time influenza epidemic, when 
it first spread through this country. 

No considerable spread of that 
sort of encephalitis, he said, had 
occurred here since 1924. Since 
then sporadic encephalitis, con- 
sidered non-contagious, had oc- 
curred here as a complication of 
measles, chicken-pox and various 
other diseases. Epidemic ence- 
phalitis, he said, although it some- 
times followed a diagnosis of influ- 
enza, often arose without any pre- 
vious disease. He added that such 
was the history of the patients now 
in hospital.

600 at Mass Meeting Ap- 
plaud This Proposal and 
One for Elimination of 


Piece Work. 


Suggestions for a 35-hour week 
and elimination of piece work were 
greeted enthusiastically by 600 
laundry workers meeting last night 
at Carpenters’ Hall, Grand boule- 
vard and Cozens avenue. 

These suggestions and others per- 
taining to wages were made by 
George R. Patterson, organizer for 
the American Federation of Labor, 
who is directing the formation of 
the new Laundry Workers’ Union. 

Wage rates proposed by Patter- 
son met with wild applause from 
the women, a number of whom had 
previously hesitated to join the or- 
ganization. Patterson, who re- 
quested that the wage demands not 
be made public for the present, 
warned the workers that their oniy 
chance of obtaining permanent sat- 
isfactory conditions was through a 
strong, well disciplined union. 

Patterson reported that 1400 of 
the 4500 inside workers in laun- 
dries here have joined the new 
union, which is to receive a charter 
from the International Laundry 
Workers’ Union. At the next meet- 
ing, Aug. 19, at Carpenters’ Hall, 
permanent officers will be elected 
and a headquarters established. The 
initiation fee is $1 and dues will be 
75 cents a month. The 100 workers 
of the Imperial Laundry, 4701 Del- 
mar boulevard, were reported to 
have all joined the union, making 
the first 100 per cent group. 

As has been told, complaints 
have been made that in a few laun- 
dries women received as little as $4 
and $5 a week, that others were re- 
quired to work 10 hours a day in 
order to make $12 a week at piece 
work and that sanitary conditions 
are poor. A representative of the 
St. Louis Laundry Board of Trade 
has replied that the conditions 
complained of may exist in isolated 
instances, but are not representa- 
tive of the industry as a whole. The 
60 large power laundries in the city 
work their employes only 40 hours 
a week, the association representa- 
tive stated. . 

A union is being formed also for 
laundry wagon drivers, numbering 
about 500 men. This unit has re- 
ceived a charter from the Interna- 
tional Teamsters’ Union, under 
which virtually all of the various 
chauffeurs’ and teamsters’ local 
unions are grouped. 

The meeting was opened by W. 
M. Brandt, acting secretary of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union, 
with a report that, since the gen- 
eral organization drive was started 
June 29 under the National Recov- 
ery Act, 20,000 new members have 
been added to organized labor in 
St. Louis. Fourteen Federal labor 
unions of mass production workers 
have been formed, chief among 
these being the automobile plant 
workers. Brandt stated that W. H.

“My. enemies, to satisfy the de 
sire of their followers, sdught for 
a victim and they found one in me. 
They attributed the cause of my 
failure to administrative disorders. 

“I was not ready to be made such 
a victim, to undergo the sacrifices 
that such martyrdom entailed. 

“I have worked through my life 
as few men have worked, and hon- 
estly and sincerely were my only 
guides. When I resigned I left not 
one penny in personal debts behind 
me and'I did everything humanly 
possible to save the situation. 

“Unfortunately, I was not success- 
ful in my endeavors. The reaction 
was stronger and overpowered me. 
My only consolation is that I have 
still a few loyal friends left who 
are earnestly interested in my case 
and who are willing to help me out 
in meeting the expenses of possible 
litigation.”

Discussed for Six Months. 


In detailing the kidnaping plot, 
Norvell said he and O’Malley, whose 
real name is Walter Holland, had 
discussed kidnaping for more than 
six months and that they went to 
Mrs. Chessen to suggest some 
wealthy person after O'Malley's 
original plan to aid a “Kansas City 
kidnaping “Mulepole” 
Fritz, East St. Louis gambler, had 
been abandoned. 

Mrs. Chessen suggested several 
residents of Alton, whose move- 
ments the “Kansas City mob,” 
O’Malley and Norvell studied for 
weeks without making any prog- 
ress, according to the confessions. 
The “Kansas City mob” then began 
disagreeing with each other and 
went back to Kansas City, Norvell 
said, to commit a series of bank 
robberies. 

Norvell said the kidnaping plans 
continued, however, and that he 
and Mrs. Chessen were on their 
way one day to look at the home 
of a prospective victim when they 
happened to pass the Luer home 
on Washington avenue in Alton. 


“Best Bets in Town.” 


“Mrs. Chessen remarked that the 
Luers were the best bets in town 
and couldn’t understand why she 
hadn’t thought of them before,” 
Norvell related. 


Although O’Malley was interested 
in kidnaping the son of a Granite 
City banker, he “liked the idea” of 
abducting Luer and on June 26, e:- 
actly two weeks before Luer was 
kidnaped, the kidnapers began 
watching his home, O’Malley and 
Mrs. Chase,a member of the “Kan- 
sas City mob” who had remained 
in East St. Louis, were the prin- 
cipal watchers, walking past the 
Luer home several evenings. Vari-

Ohio $1,404,927; Tennéssee $455,431 
and Michigan $395,765.

Forty Hours as Work Week 
Is Stipulated for Former 
Industry and 45 for 
Latter. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Oper- 
ation of four industries ufder modi- 
fied - présidential re-employment 
agreeméents—boot and shoe, whole- 
sale drug, cheese and cotton bat- 
ting-were authorized today by 
Hugh 8S. Johnson, National Recov- 
ery Administrator. These codes 
will be in éffect pending hearings, 
after which final stipulations are 
drafted for promulgation by the 
President. 

The boot and shoe agreement pro- 
vides for a 40-hour work week, 
with a 10 per cent leeway during 
any four-week period until final ap- 
proval of the code. Minimum wages 
are 37% cents an hour in any city, 
over 250,000 population and its im- 
mediate trade area, 36% cents in 
any city of more than 20,000 popu- 
lation, and 35 cents in cities and 
towns of less than 20,000. The wage 
rate for women is 5 cents under 
that for men, with the proviso, 
however, that where women do 
substantially the same work their 
wages sha.’ be the same as received 
by men. 

45 Hours in Drug Industry. 

In the wholesale drug agreement 
a work week of 45 hours is pro- 
vided, with the usual exceptions 
covering administrative employes 
and 10 per cent leeway of hours 
allowed in the case of delivery men. 

Minimum wages in cities of 100,- 
000 population and over shall not 
be less than $14 per week and in 
communities under 100,000 not less 
than $13 per week, apprentices, who 
May not exceed 10 per cent of the 
total number of employes, to re- 
ceive not. less than $2 per week be- 
low these minimum wages. 

The modified agreement for the 
dry goods crctton batting industry 
provides an average maximum 
work-week of not to exceed 40 
hours until Jan. 1, and thereafter 
during each six-month period, and 
not more than 48 huurs in any one 
week during such period, nor more 
than eight hours in any one day. 

For the cheese industry the maxi- 
mum work-week for plant and fac- 
tory efnployes is fixed at 48 hours, 
and for accounting, clerical or of- 
fice employes at 40 hours, the lat- 
ter average over a 60-day period. 

In cities of more than 500,000 
salaried employes shall not be paid 
less than $15 a week, in communi- 
ties bétween 250,000 dnd 500,000 
population not less than $14.50 a 


week, and in communitiés of 2500 
to 250,000 not less than $14 a week. 
In towns of less than 2600 popula- 


tion wages are to be increased not 
less than 50 per cent, provided this 
shall not require wages in éxce 
of $12 per week. .

The agreement required that “no 
minimum hourly raté shall be less 
than as of July-15, 1929.”

TRIAL NEARING END 


Court Refuses to Let Druggist 
Answer State’s Question on 
Identity of Purchaser. 


By the Associated Press. 

SALEM, -» Aug. 11.—John J. 
O'Connor, manager of a Salem drug 
store, opened the last day of testi- 
mony today in the trial of Mrs. 
Jessie B. Costello, accused of mur- 
dering her husband with poison. 

O’Connor appeared as a rebuttal 
witness for the State and said that 
two sales of the poison which killed 
William J. Costello had been made 
in his store during the past five 
years. He was asked, “was Jessie 
B. Costello one of the purchasers?” 
but Judge Frederick W. Fosdick re- 
fused to permit O’Connor to answer 
the question. The witness then was 
dismissed. 

Michael J. Murphy, employed in 
the City Engineering Department 
in Peabody, next took the stand. 
He quoted Costello as saying, the 
day before he died, that he was 
“feeling fine” and “never felt bet- 
ter.” 

Murphy said CosteHo appeared to 
him to have gained weight. He 
quoted Costello as saying he “al- 
ways tried to have one good meal 
a day.” : 

John J. Costello Jr., a brother of 
the dead fire captain, denied sev- 
eral statements made by Andrew 
J. Fyfe Sr., father of Jessie, when 
the latter was on the stand. He 
denied he had told Fyfe that his 
brother looked poorly six weeks be- 
fore his death, that he “dragged his 
feet and had no pep.” He said he 
never told Fyfe he had advised Wil- 
liam to go to a specialist at that 
time. 

The brother also denied Fyfe’s 
statement that he had told the de-

Repeal Vote in 39 States Likely 
This Year; 37 Already Assured 


Kentucky and Louisiana to Call Special Ses- 
sions—21 States Have Voted Against 
Eighteenth Amendment. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 11—The 
nation’s quick-shifting repeal situa- 
tion today showed possibilities that 
39 states will ballot well before next 
New Year's eve on the repeal of 
prohibition. 
Gov. Laffoon of Kentucky has 
called a special session of the Leg- 
islature for Aug. 15, to vote on 
submitting the eighteenth amend- 
ment. Gov Allen of Louisiana con- 
firmed a statement that a special 
session of the State’s Legislature 
would be called for the same pur- 
pose. He set no date. Should both 
states hold elections before ‘the 
year’s end, the total to ballot would 
reach 39 as a minimum. Ratifica- 
tions by 36 are necessary for re- 
peal. 
Arizona’s vote for repeal of the 
amendment by a three to one mar- 
gin earlier in the week brought to 
21 the states that have spoken 
without a break for abolition of 
the eighteenth amendment. Lead- 
ers of the prohibition and anti-pro- 
hibition forces turned immediately 
to Missouri, where ballots will be 
cast on Saturday of next week. Oth- 


er states to make decisions this 
month will be Texas and Washing- 
ton Vote by at least 37 states was 
made certain yesterday when Gov. 
Blood of Utah, issued a proclama- 
tion calling an election Nov. 7, and 
Gov. Johnson signed a bill setting 
Sept. 12 for an election in Colorado. 

In addition, Gov. Cooney of Mon- 
tana has indicated he might call 
for a vote should it be considered 
necessary. 

The assured votes and the dates 
when they will be held follow: Aug. 
19, Missouri; Aug. 26, Texas; Aug. 
29, Washington; Sept. 5, Vermont;

HOSIERY STRIKE ENDED 
BY FEDERAL BOARD 


Body Succeeds at Reading Mills, 
Its First Major Job Since 
lis Creation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—In its 
first major job since its establish- 
ment last Saturday by President 
Roosevelt, the National Labor 
board has produced an agreement 
for settling the Reading (Pa.) 
hosiery strike. The board, com- 
posed of representatives of cap- 
ital and labor, reached a 0ba- 
sis of accord within a few hours 
yesterday under which the work- 


ers at the Reading, Pa., hosiery 
mills will return to their jobs Mon- 
day. It was accepted by both em- 
ployes.and employers. 

The agreement declared the 
strike off immediately. The work- 
ers are to go back to the 36 mills, 
with no discrimination to be shown 
by the employers because of .the 
strike or against members of the 
union. A week from tomorrow 
elections will be held under the 
supervision of the National La- 
bor Board, with all employes 
on the payroll before the strike 
started voting by secret bal- 
lot to name representatives to ne- 
gotiate with the mill manage- 
ment. These labor negotiators will 
carry on the settlement of any dis- 
pute in the future, but when an 
agreement is not reached on any 
question the controversy will be 
sent to the National Labor Board. 
It will be the final authority, its 
decision to be accepted by the man- 
ufacturers and employes. 

Dr. Leo Wolman, acting chair- 
man of the board, expressed grati- 
fication at the quick solution of the 
strike which closed the Reading 
mills for some time.

EX-CANDIDATE FOR PRESIDENT 
FREED FROM PRISON IN PERU 


Man Who Caused Diplomatic Break 
With Mexico Confined for 14 
Months.

LIMA, Peru, Aug. 11.—After 14 
months’ confinement in a peniten- 
tiary, Victor Raul Haya de la 
Torre, reputedly one of South 
America’s most powerful political 
figures, was again a free man to- 
day. 

The noted leader of the “Apra” 
(American popular revolutionary 
association) and an unsuccessful 
candidate for the presidency of 
Peru a few months before his ar- 
rest, was released late Wednesday 
night with other political prison- 
ers. 

The arrest of Haya led to the 
severance of diplomatic relations 
between Mexico and Peru, which 
only recently were resumed through 
the intervention of Spain. Haya 
was arrested in a house near the 
Mexican Legation at Miraflores, 
soon after an assassin wounded 
President Luis M. Sanchez Cerro 
in that same town. The Mexican 
Minister was accused of giving 
shelter to Haya. 

Sanchez Cerro, who defeated Haya 
for the presidency, finally was 
killed by an assassin last April 30, 
after being wounded three times in 
previous attacks during his career.

PEEK DISSATISFIED 
WITH CODE DRAW 
BY GRAN TRADERS 


Farm Administrator Says 
Exchanges Should Ex- 
clude Speculators From 
Governing Committees. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 11—Dis- 
satisfaction with the proposed code 
of competition presented by grain 
exchanges was voiced by George N. 
Peek, chief farm administrator, 
yesterday. He said further steps 
were necessary “to clean house.” 
At the same time, he told news- 
papermen that governing bodies of 
grain exchanges should exclude 


from their membership persons ac- 
tively engaged “in trading and 
speculation.” He described this as 
“an. essential change.” 

Some exchanges, 
conduct committees from which 
active traders and speculators have 
been excluded, but he added that 
the Chicago Board of Trade, the 
largest trading center in the coun- 
try, was “not one of them.” 

Peek added that representatives 
of exchanges have shown a “dispo- 
sition to co-operate in reforming 
exchange practices,” and that he 
thought many changes were neces- 
sary in order to “justify public con- 
fidence in the exchanges as the 
principal market for the farmers’ 
grain.” 

No Substitute in Mind. 

“Obviously we do not want to 
destroy the present marketing ma- 
chinery unless something better is 
provided.” Peek said, adding in 
answer to a question, that he had 
no program to offer as a substitute 
for exchanges at this time. 

He outlined four suggestions he 
had made to exchange representa- 
tives which he said should be the 
basis for additions to the exchange 
code: 

1. That they do a thorough job 
of cleaning up their own organiza- 
tion and practices. 

2. That the personnel of business 
conduct committees should not be 
composed of active traders or spec- 
ulators, “but that they should be 
so selected as to warrant public 
confidence.” 

3. That ‘special people should be 
employed for the particular purpose 
of policing trades. 

4. That exchanges co-operate fully 
with the grain futures administra- 
tion in Washington and through the 
local representatives of that admin- 
istration in the cities where they 
are stationed. : 

Warns of Extreme Legislation. 

Peek said that as a result of con- 
ferences with representatives of 
grain exchanges and terminal ele- 
vators, which also have submitted 
a code, it has become clear “that 
the exchanges are the principal 
markets the farmer has and, there- 
fore, the public interest in their 
conduct is very great.” 

He added that “unless public con- 
fidence could be restored in the ac- 
tivity of the exchanges, they are 
quite likely to face control through 
one form or another, possibly 
through far-reaching legislation.”

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THE FEDERAL WORKERS’ CASE. 

Federal employes have complained, and with some 
justice, of the hardship worked upon them by the 
dismissals resulting from the administration’s econ- 
omy program. While the Government is urging pri- 
vate employers to add workers to their payrolls, they 
point out, it is reducing its own staff. The bureau 
reorganization program which took effect yesterday, 
however, seems to have been managed with some 
consideration for the workers. Of the 10,000 em- 
Ployes involved, only 900, or 9 per cent, find them- 
selves out of jobs. The remainder have been trans- 
ferred to other bureaus or retained temporarily. In 
filling the thotisands of positions created under the 
recovery measures, the Government should, and prob- 
ably will, give first consideration to the employes 
released or on temporary duty by reason of the bu- 
reau reforms. 

That the Government had a large amount of dead 
wood in various of its bureaus is undeniable. The 
taxpayers rejoice that the New Deal administration 
is proceeding to reduce this burden. Jobs will be 
eliminated in this process, but, desirable as jobs may 
be, the country cannot work its way to recovery by 
continuing wasteful and unnecessary activities. The 
aim of the recovery program is to provide work for the 
people, but it must be useful work. In few cases, 
however, is it the fault of individual employes that 
they may have been doing work no longer of value 
to the country. From that essential viewpoint, the 
Government has a duty toward the workers it now 
finds unnecessary. 

Many of these people have given long years of 
service to the Government. They are familiar with 


‘the routipe of Federal service and, save for the in-|: 


efficient minority, should be valuable in the new ma- 
chinery being set up to administer recovery mea- 
sures. Their case for re-employment is a strong one, 
and they are entitled to first call. Meanwhile, with 
the cost of living going up and Federal revenues 
increasing, the Federal employes’ plea for elimination 
of salary cuts and enforced furloughs is worthy of 
early and serious consideration.

Masters of Their Fate 


recting the movement for recovery, you 

wil] be given all sorts of theories to ex- 
plain what they are doing. You will not 
find, I think, that they are working ac- 
cording to a comprehensive and definite 
plan. You will find that there exists a 
clearly formulated policy, embracing and 
co-ordinating the many different matters 
with which the Government is concerned. 
Much is said about the New Deal. But 
there is no dogmatic creed, enunciated 
from on high, which everyone believes in 
who has responsibility in Washington. 

Not only in the details of administration, 
but in the decisions of policy as well, cir- 
cumstance and personality, individual force 
and eccentricity, factionalism, accident and 
improvisation, rather than logic and theory 
and formulae, are usually the deciding ele- 
ments. | 

To some temperaments, a close view of 
the conduct of affairs will, therefore, be 
discouraging. Looking for a sense of def- 
inite direction and clear purpose, they will 
find only arguments and practical expedi- 
ence; they will see, not a revolution and a 
reconstruction, but a very active and ener- 
getic example of muddling through. To 
other temperaments, the character of this 
movement will be neither astonishing nor 
discouraging. They will recall that mud- 
dling through is the classic method of the 
English-speaking péoples, and that, using 
this method, these peoples have succeeded, 
as no other people have, in riding out 
the storms of history and remaining free. 

Clear doctrine and rigid purposes that 
apply to a whole nation have to be paid 
for; their price is the suppression of in- 
dividuality and the regimentation of opin- 
ion. A community of free men, who pro- 
ceed by argument to leadership and con- 
sent, necessarily work out their policies as 
they go along. 

Events rather than theories, experience 
rather than doctrine, supply the reasons by 
which men are brought into line. They do 
not advance in a straight line, but forward 
and backward and sideways, and most of 
the time they look as if they did not know 
what they were doing or where they were 
going. Sometimes they do not know. But 
our politica] traditions teach us that it is 
better to move irregularly, but with the 
minds of the people participating and con- 
vinced, than to impose grandiose logical 
patterns of conduct upon them, and compe] 
them to obey. \ 


YOU talk with the men who are di-

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VITAMINS STORED UP 
FOR WINTER SAFETY 


Important to Eat as Many Sum- 
mer Vegetables as Pos- 
sible. 


Storing up food for winter 
means, in the ordinary sense, put- 


I/ting food away to be eaten when 


winter comes. It may, however, 
mean something else, says the Bu- 
reau of Home Economics of the 


U. 8. Department of Agriculture. It 
may mean eating plenty of certain 
kinds of foods right now, to build 
up a food reserve in your body. 
Particularly, you can store up @ 
geserve of some of the vitamins, 
against a possible scarcity of vita- 
min-rich foods in winter. 
Midsummer is the very time for 
that, for gardens and the summer 
sunshine, directly or indirectly, are 
sources of all the vitamins thus far 
known. Garden foods are most 
abundant now, the summer days 
are longest now, and the summer 
sun is richest in ultra-violet rays. 
Greens, fresh peas, snap or string 
beans, limas, okra, tomatoes and 
potatoes are much cheaper now 
than they will be when the home 
gardens have gone by. These vege- 
tables will provide you with all the 
vitamins except one, and plenty of 
sunshine will give you that one. 
Authorities agree that at least 
six vitamins—called by the letters 
of the alcshabet, A, B, C, D, E and 
G—are indispensable to human 
health. There may be others, not 
yet identified. But it is not always 
easy to get a full quota of all the 
vitamins. Someofthem are found 


in many different foods, but usu-| 


ally the quantity in one ordinary 
serving of cooked food is small. 
Furthermore, the supply of green 
foods, for most people, is uneven— 
more abundant and cheaper in the 
growing seasons, less abundant or 
less obtainable in the winter, or off 
season. It is then that the body 
needs its vitamin reserves—the ac- 
cumulated store, which serves to 
|a degree as insurance in the time 
| after the gardens have gone by 
| and the sunshine is less powerful. 
Vitamin C in Daily Diet. 

Vitamin C, however, is not stored 
to any great extent, and must be 
provided daily in the diet—a fact, 
| by the way, which makes canned 
tomatoes very important in winter.

Cut off tight skins of 
peeled fruit with sharp knife and 
slip pulp out of each section. Add 
pulp and juice tv cooked rind. Pit 
and grind or chop fine about 1% 
pounds fully ripe plums, Combine 
with orange mixture. 

Measure sugar into large kettle. 
Add prepared fruit, filling up the 
last cup with water if necessary. 
Mix well and bring to a full rolling 
boil over hottest fire.

Then 
stir and skim by turns for just five 
minutes to cool slightly, to prevent 
floating fruit.

MANY POSSIBILITIES 
FOR SUMMER SQUASH 


This Vegetable May Be Baked, 
Stuffed or Made Into 
Pie.

Summer squash too often 48 
commonly served is a watery, rath- 
er tasteless dish which does not 
arouse much enthusiasm. 

But there are a number of reci- 
pes which quite transform squash, 
or marrow, as it is sometimes 
called. In some parts of New En- 
gland summer squash pie is as well 
liked as pumpkin pie. The old 
cook books are most versatile with 
suggestions for preparing this 
squash. In the very old books one 
finds recipes for cooking “gourds,” 
a descriptive and quite proper clas- 
sification for our so-called 
squashes. After about 1830 the 
gourd became known as vegetable 
marrow and this name is still 
commonly used, especially in the 
English books. 

Baked Stuffed Squash. 
Three small or one large squash 
One cup crumbled soda crackers 
Two cups sausage meat 
Cut squash in half, remove seeds 

and invert in a baking dish and 
bake in a moderate oven until ten- 
der. Pour hot water over crackers 
and add meat. Turn squash right 
side up. Fill with cracker-meat 
mixture. Return to hot oven and 
bake until brown, about 20 min- 
utes. : 
Scalloped Squash 

Three cups squash 

Two cups crumbled crackers 

One teaspoonful salt 

One-half teaspoon paprika 

One cup thin cream 

Arrange alternate layers of 
squash and crumbled crackers, sea- 
soning and cream, in a baking dish. 
Sprinkle with crackers and bake 
covered in a hot oven for 30 min- 
utes. Uncover and brown. 

Ritz Squash Pie. 

Crust—One and one-quarter cups 
finely rolled crackers, one-third cup 
butter and one tablespoon sugar. 

Filling. 

Two cups milk, three-quarter cup 
sugar, two tablespoons butter, two 
and one-half cups cooked squash 
drained and mashed, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, two eggs beaten, one tea- 
spoon ginger, one-eighth teaspoon 
each cinnamon and nutmeg, one- 
quarter teaspoon vanilla. 

Mix finely rolled crackers with 
softened butter and sugar and 
press firmly against side and bot- 
tom of buttered pie plate. Combine 
all remaining ingredients and pour 
into cracker crust. Bake in a slow 
oven 45 to 55 minutes. When cold 
spread with whipped cream and 
sprinkle with chopped pecan meats. 

Squash Custard. 

Two pounds summer squash. one- 
half pound well-flavored American 
cheese, pepper, one-half teaspoon 
salt, two eggs, three-quarter cup 
milk, corn flakes, one tablespoon 
butter. 

Boil the summer squash until 
very tender, drain, and put into a 
deep baking dish. Add the cheese, 
except a little which shouid be re- 
served for the top, cut in small 
pieces. Add a bit of pepper and 
the salt, the eggs beaten just | 
enough to blend yolks and whites, 
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and the miik. Sprinkle the remain- 
ing cheese over the top of the’! 
squash, then cover all with crushed | 
corn flakes. Dot with butter and 
bake slowly at 325 degrees Fahren- 
heit for 30 minutes, or until the top 


mixture is firm when tested with a 
silver knife. : 


PEACH COBBLER 


Two cups flour. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

three-quarters teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth cup sugar. 

Five tablespoons shortening. 

One-half cup milk, about. 

One egg. 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

Three cups sliced peaches. 

Mix flour, baking powder, salt 
and sugar together, cut in the but- 
ter until the consistency of coarse 
corn meal. Add enough milk to 
make soft dough. Beat the egg, 
add the three-quarters cup of sugar 
and peaches and one peach stone. 
Arrange in buttered baking dish 
and dot with butter, cover with the 
biscuit. dough, which has been 
rolled to fit the top of the baking 
dish. Bake in a 425 degree oven 
for 10 minutes, lower heat to 325 
degrees F. and bake about 15 min- 
utes longer or until done. Serve 
with a hard sauce.

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SPINACH SOUP 


One and one-half cups cooked 
spinach, two cups milk, scalded; 
two cups boiling water, three bouil- 
lon cubes (chicken flavor), two ta- 
blespoons butter, two tablespoons 
flour, one teaspoon salt, dash of 


pepper, one and one-half teaspoons 
scraped onion. 

Chop spinach and force through 
sieve. 4dd to milk, water and 
bouillon cubes in double boiler.

“Pillar” of New York’s Little

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Charwom- 
en’s cheers echoed in the ears of 
Lorenz Strack, a real estate broker, 


as he sat in a cell today but they 
brought him no comfort, for they 
were not for him. They were for 
a magistrate who, on hearing him 
denounced as “a Ponzi,” held him 
in $100,000 bail on grand larceny 
charges. 

Strack was until recently a pillar 
of Yorkville, New York's “Little 
Germany.” He was everyone's 
friend; éveryone trusted him. 

House servants, scrubwomen, 
storekeepers brought him their sav- 
ings for investment, the magistrate 
was told yesterday. Many did not 
Leven take the legal ers he of- 
fered them in return. Everything 
|was sailing smoothly, until there 

was a little difficulty about the in- 
terest on Maria Bilessing’s $5000. 

Maria, a charwoman, went to see 
Attorney Owen S. M. Tierney, who 
used to prosecute fraud eases when 
he was Assistant Federal Attorney. 
He found, he said, that Miss Biess- 
ing’s $5000 was represented by a 
real estate bond form on which all 
refefence to mortgage security had 
been stricken out so that it was 
little more than a promissory note. 

Tierney had the broker arrested, 
and terror struck Yorkville. Two 
hundred of its citizens crowded to 
court yesterday, some of them weep- 
ing; some of them standing on 
benches. to hear better what had 
become of their savings. 

They heard Tierney say that he 
alone had in his safe claims for 
$1,000,900 in mortgage participation 
certificates issued by Strack. Tier- 
ney added that these are “not worth 
a nickel.” 

Théy also heard a Deputy Assis- 
tant Attorney-General say that 
Strack was “worse than a robber.” 
As the prisoner was led away they 
rushed hysterically toward him, but 
police closed around him and es- 
corted him away.

In short, under our present con- 
ditions, divorce is what-have-you 
and marriage is where-are-you in 
these United States of America, 
And it's a wise child who knows 
his own father, or the status of his

So then, what? 

Should we allow this catch-as- 
catch-can condition te continue? 

Or should our Federal Govern- 
ment give the wives, husbands, 
mothers, fathers and children of 


it now gives to dope sellers, smug- 
glers and counterfeiters—as much 
protection as it now affords pigs, 
cows, orange and fruit trées, in- 
terstate trucks, waterworks, power 
plants? 

In ether words, are marriage, di- 
vorce and child custody sufficiently 
important problems for Federal su- 
pervision, or just small chores for 
state legislation? 

The National Divorce Reform 
League think they are matters for 
Federal supervision. It believes we 
should have uniform marriage, di- 
vorce and custody laws in every 
state of the union, just as we're on 
the way to have uniform work and 
wage laws. And they've drawn up 
a tentative law, as follows: 


Provisions. 


1. Will forbid marriage ceremony 
without a license, for which appli- 
cation must be made by either par- 
ity two weeks before its final issu- 
ance. Both parties must be pres- 
ent when it is issued. Application 
to be posted in the County Clerk's 
office and published in newspaper. 
2. Marriageable age, with consent 
of parents, 16 for girls and 18 for 
boys. Legal age, without consent 
of parents, 18 for girls and 21 for 
boys. 
3. Will forbid the marriage of 
imbeciles, the insane, feeble-mind- 
ed, epileptic, paupers, of those af- 
flicted with tuberculosis or vene- 
real disease, or of those related 
within and including the degree of 
first cousins. 
4. Two witnesses besides the offi- 
ciating clergyman or official must 
be present at the marriage. 
5. Penalties shall be imposed on 
those who issue licenses or perform 
marriage ceremonies contrary to 
these provisions. 
6. A marriage which is legal in 
the state where contracted shall be 
legal in all states. 

Divorce Provisions. 
1. Grounds upon which a divorce 
may be granted, interpretations to 
be alike for men and women, are as 
follows: Adultefy, cruel or inhuman 
treatment, abandonment or failure 
to provide for a period of a year, 
incurable insanity, and the commis- 
sion of an infamous crime by either 
party. 
2. Defendant in divorce suit must 
appear in court. If he fails to do 
so the Court shall appoint someone 
to appear for him, 
3, If defendant is resident of 
state in which suit is brought, he 
or she must be served with a per. 
sonal summons; if not a resident of 
said state, summons must be pub- 
lished for three weeks in certain 


copies of which must be mailed te 
defendant's last known address. 

4. Alimony shall be paid accord- 
ing to the financial condition and 
circumstances of the individuals in

[> the days when most children 


had dirt to dig in, trees to 


with, fields and woods in which to 
roam, when every household had a 
dog or a cat, when a child old 
enough to toddle could adventure 
in a wide radius about his house 
and find companionship in abun- 
dance, play materials were not as 
important as they are today. 

Today cramped living, lack of 
play space indoors and out, the 
physical dangers that begin at the 
front gate, tend to impoverish the 
child’s experience to an extent 
which must seriously hamper his 
development unless parents try 
consciously to make good the child’s 
lost play opportunities. 

Thus play materials have as- 
‘sumed a new role. The modern 
parent who expects his child to play 
in his own room, on the porch or 
in the narrow confines of a small 
back yard must provide the mate- 
rials which occurred naturally in 
a freer environment. 

If there are no trees to climb and 
swing from, no barn to play in, he 
must have a small ladder or two, 
a big packing case, some planks 
and smaller boxes, parallel bars 
and a specially constructed swing. 

If there is no earth to dig in, he 
must have a sand pile. A shallow 
pan of water placed in the back 
yard must provide water play for 
children who have no spring or 
pump or trough accessible in their 
back yards. 

Special effort, too, must be made 
to give the child creative and con- 
structive materials—that is, good 
building blocks, paints, clay, car- 
pentering tools; for the _ typical 
modern environment does little to 
stimulate such activities and is de 
void of materials with which to 
carry them out.

| OT so many years ago mothers 
Nea no qualms about playing 

with their babies at any time, 
picking them up whenever they 
cried and passing them around for 
the admiration of visitors.

Undulant Fever 


NDULANT fever is # disease 
condition which has been rec- 


ognized only during — 


under the name of Malta fever. 
It has since been shown that 


| Malta fever and undulant fever 


are practically the same disease. 
In the United States the disease 
which affects cows primarily and 


humans only secondarily, is spread 


through the drinking of infected 
cows’ milk and through the han- 
dling of infected cows. 

Undulant fever, as the name in- 
dicates, is a disease of indefinite 
duration and irregular course. It 
is not responsible for many deaths, 
but it is a debilitating condition. 
The onset of undulant fever is 
slow and insidious. The patient 
usually complains of lassitude — 
that is, a feeling of fatigue, head- 
ache, weakness and irregular fe- 
Later in the disease the pa- 
tient may complain of drenching 
night sweats. 

The characteristic symptom of 
the disease is the wave-like periods 
of fever, which may last for wéeks 
or more and then gradually de- 
cline until tne temperature reaches 
normal. A period of normal] tem- 
perature may intervene between 
attacks. 

In some cases the patient may 
develop small blisters in the 
mouth. He may also suffer diar- 
rhea, though constipation is more 
common. The sufferer usually 
complains of vague pains in dif- 
ferent parts of the body. 

The diagnosis of the disease is 
not difficult, though if judged by 
its symptoms alone it is difficult 
to differentiate it from typhoid 
fever, influenza, malaria, tubercu- 
losis, rheumatic fever and other 
disease conditions. The diagnosis 
of undulant fever can usually be 
made by means of a blood test. 
The prevention of the disease 
depends chiefly on the pasteuri- 
zation of milk, which destroys the 
germ. 

Treatment is not satisfactory. 
However, of late good reports have 
been made on a so-called protein 
shock treatment, consisting of the 
injection of a certain type of vac- 
cine.
